on the LiTaC>3 substrate to excite a surface acoustic wave; and a reaction membrane, 
bound to a target substance, covering the electrodes arranged on the LiTa0 3 substrate; 
wherein the electrodes have a normalized thickness of about 3.0% to about 5.0%, the 
normalized thickness being determined by normalizing the thickness of the electrodes 
by the wavelength of the surface acoustic wave; the surface acoustic wave element is a 
resonator type surface acoustic wave element; and the electrodes include at least one 
interdigital electrode and reflectors arranged on both sides of the at least one interdigital 
transducer in a direction of propagation of a surface acoustic wave.
